The  new  breed? 


Basically,  registration  just  isn't  all  that  exciting:  sign 
the  dotted  line,  and  after  being  duly  punched  and 
processed,  you  are  in  for  another  year.  Right? 


Well  .  .  . 
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Every  Monday,  Tuesday  and  Thursday 
morning  of  the  year,  Mrs.  Munroe  and  Mrs. 
Kemper  hosted  one  of  the  biggest  bunch  of 
rowdies  ever  to  drink  from  china.  During  the 
fall  people  came  running  in  and  out  among 
papers,  tests  and  college  meetings,  resting 
only  to  gulp  down  a  hurried  cup  of  tea  and  to 
grab  a  few  peanut  butter  cookies  for  the  road. 
But,  as  spring  term  rolled  around,  Senior  Tea 
became  Senior  Breakfast.  It  was  great  to  see 
everyone  mosying  in  around  ten,  wiping  the 
sleep  out  of  their  eyes. 
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There  is  a  beast  on  the  loose,  in  the  hallways, 
grounds  and  playing  fields  at  this  school,  and  its 
name  is  prestige.  It  is  a  neuter  creature,  respecting 
neither  sex  nor  condition  prior  to  coming  to  Ando- 
ver.  Once  here  a  student  may  be  attacked  by  this 
creature  at  the  first  moment  he  or  she  starts  believ- 
ing the  popular  wisdom  that  defines  a  "good"  col- 
lege education  in  peculiarly  Andoverian  terms.  That 
"wisdom"  allies  with  the  beast  and  turns  people, 
particularly  young  and  concerned  people,  into  a 
bundle  of  false  concerns  and  amorphous  anxiety. 
The  symptoms  of  an  attack  are  quite  diverse,  and 
hard  to  catalog,  but  they  frequently  begin  to  mani- 
fest themselves  in  the  spring  of  the  Upper  year.  So 
subtle  is  this  creature  that  some  victims  even  deny 
the  reality  of  an  attack.  They  insist  that  their  profes- 
sed wish  to  apply  to  a  college  of  the  beast  is  moti- 
vated by  only  profound  and  pertinent  motives,  but 
when  we  in  the  college  counseling  office  ask  the 
student  about  what  it  is  that  attracts  them  to  this 
college,  be  it  curriculum,  proposed  course  of  study, 
diversity  of  the  student  body,  faculty-student  rela- 
tions, or  locale,  or  whatever,  the  student  cannot 
reply  for  sure.  He  just  knows  that  he  is  not  acting 
like  some  of  those  dumb  seniors  last  year  who  ap- 
plied to  all  those  beastly  schools,  were  rejected, 
and  then  were  hurt,  confused,  and  even  more  un- 
sure of  the  future  than  when  they  filled  out  their 
first  college  application.  And  what  is  more,  such  af- 
flicted Uppers  insist  that  they  will  not  act  like  those 
seniors  who  were  accepted  at  one  of  the  beastly 
schools,  matriculated— and  discovered  that  they  did 
not  like  where  they  were  or  more  importantly,  what 
they  were  doing.  This  is  one  of  the  most  subtle  ef- 
fects of  this  nefarious  creature. 

Parabolic  prose  is  perhaps  not  clear  enough. 
There  are  many  Andover  students  who  will  do  well 
in  the  academic  and  social  communities  of  "pres- 
tige" schools.  But  it  is  just  not  possible  or  desirable 
for  everyone  to  attend  such  schools.  Too  often  stu- 
dents who  apply  to  schools  where  their  chances  of 
admission  are  negligible  deflect  themselves  from 


hard  thinking  about  their  own  strengths  and  weak- 
nesses, likes  and  dislikes.  To  think  about  college  in 
terms  of  what  others— parents  and  peers— expect  or 
want  from  you  is  to  deny  yourself  an  important 
adult  experience.  It  is  a  parody  which  prevents  a 
student  from  looking  carefully  into  who  he  is,  and 
what  his  talents  and  interests  are  now  and  are  likely 
to  become.  There  are  many,  many  colleges  and 
universities  in  this  country  and  an  Andover  senior 
can  find  more  than  a  handful  which  will  provide  ac- 
ademic challenge,  a  firm  basis  for  professional  edu- 
cation or  a  vocation,  and  an  enriching,  pleasant 
personal  life. 

In  our  culture,  and  especially  for  Andover  stu- 
dents, going  to  college  is  the  first  major  event  of 
personal  autonomy.  Students  who  wrap  up  their 
concluding  fifteen  months  at  Andover  by  identi- 
fying that  autonomy  exclusively  with  a  particular 
college,  or  group  of  colleges,  are  in  for  a  long  and 
frequently  unpleasant  encounter  with  themselves  in 
a  strange  new  land  that  may,  and  in  most  cases  will, 
provide  them  with  less  personal  support  than  they 
have  here. 

Since  one  cannot  guarantee  admission  to  a  col- 
lege which  is  turning  down  qualified  students  from 
all  over  the  country,  it  makes  sense  to  be  con- 
cerned first  about  the  process  of  one's  life  without 
placing  a  limit  on  the  place  in  which  that  process 
can  be  developed.  What  one  does  here  as  a  stu- 
dent is  basically  what  one  will  do  in  the  future.  Col- 
lege is  no  magic  arena  in  which  prior  habits,  atti- 
tudes and  efforts  will  mystically  change— improve,  if 
that  is  what  one  wants.  Rather,  it  is  a  place  where 
one  has  the  opportunity  to  grow,  to  become  more 
adept,  confident  and  mature  to  the  extent  that  one 
approaches  all  of  the  challenges  and  opportunities 
with  thoughtfulness  and  care.  It  is  an  experience 
which  is  too  important  to  be  left  to  the  random 
comments  and  motives  of  others,  especially  those 
who  mouth  the  platitudes  and  vagaries  of  the 
beast.— Robin  Crawford

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At  first,  winter  is  a  lot  of  fun.  Strange  things 
can  happen  when  crazies  like  Miller  come  up 
from  Miami  and  discover  snow. 


It's  over.  30  weeks,  250  pages,  15,000,  and  many, 
many  hours.  How  to  measure  it?  Or  why? 

The  experience  has  been  a  good  one,  on  the 
whole.  I  speak  for  most  of  the  board  and  staff,  I 
think,  in  saying  that.  Good  in  that  it  always  offered 
a  place  and  people  to  go  to,  in  that  it  let  us  see  the 
school  from  a  different  and  sometimes  startling 
perspective,  in  that  it  seldom  failed  to  give  at  least  a 
vague  sense  of  accomplishment  come  Thursday 
evenings.  Newspaper  work  broke  the  school  rou- 
tine and  created  a  routine  of  its  own  in  place.
